0r 
élse why wasLieorgc Jackson, in 
his lUh year Ln prison for a S7Q 
ga? station robbery. allegedly 
commitled when he was 18? 

Stnce our inception p the Black 
Panlher Party has Champion ed 
ideas of a transformadon of the 
judicia! system lo a couri system 
contrülled by the people and a 
tnal by u jury of peeis. Needless 
to say, advance* have been made, 
Buï stringent security measure* 
at the San Quentin 6 trial - 
induding the loathsome. visjon- 
distorting plexiglas wal] which 
separated supporters from the 
actual courtroom — and especial- 
ly the dehumanizing cb&ining and 
shadding of ftve of the six 
defendants, negated any concept 
of conrmunity control Certainly 
the jury was nn peer group lor the 
Black and örown prison activiste 
on trial. 

And so. abandoning all princb 
pies — as we U as all evidence — 
the jury's compromise verdict 
crestes a 'semblance of ju slice 
for the record,' denying "real 
and total justice" in a macabre 
sacnfice of the still warm and 
very much afive body of Johnny 
Larry Spain for the cold corpses of 
men who died fïve yeara ago„ An 
inhuman trade. A barbarous act 
of retribution and retaliation.

The foitowmg Comment is 
adapted from o speech given by 
Jonathan Kozof on the steps af 
the Capitoi tlr Washington, D.C 
on Juty 4 „ 1 976’, as port of a ratfy 
sponsored by the People's Ht- 
centennial Commission, Kozol i s 
the {Uithor of the criticaliy öc- 
ciaimed Death al an Earlv Age h 
a shocking account of miseduca- 
tion in the Boston schoof system, 

M&ny young people in the last 
few years have starled to accept a 
quite persuasive, but extremêly 
dangerous* idea — one LhaL 
many people in the righL wing ol 
this country dearly hope they will 
belicve. l^his is the idea that 
something very special, once 
known as the *' Movement/' is all 
over, 

There are at least three points 
about this issue that should be 
reslated loud and clean 

The "Movemonl/' ftr^i. of 
— w'haiever news reports mighi 
seem to say — is nöt somethiog 
LhnL "began/ like a mushroom 
popping up after a rainstorm. one 
day back in 19&0 or in 1963 aml 
ended on a warm spring day m 
1972 when Kichard Nixon told us 
it was time to give up our 
conscience and go back to class. 

The whole idea of social 
struggle, w'hether it is called a 
rent strike. ,r "protest acdon, 
"student boycott." ■union 
battle 1 ' or full-fledged "Tebel- 
lion," started long beforc the 
l%0s. 

Few f of us ever got a chance ia 
public school to hear about the 
major labor-union battles of the 
early 1900a. Few students ever 
hear about the genuine labor 
leaders of the werking poor 
Fewer. atill, ever have the 
opportunity to read about the first 
authentic grassroota lubor move¬ 
ment in the United States — the 
I.W W, _ or "the Wobblies/^ 

AJJ the better reason, then. that 
we establish, here and now, that 
what some people call the 
"Movement 1 ' is nat something 
thüi began, ten, twelve or fifteen 
years ngo and died of wearines? 
in 1972,

(San Francisco, Calif ï — 
Buoyed by high spirits and 
chanting. We want decent 
housing and. ' Let the roaches 
pay the rent, r over 125 residents of 
the San Antonio Housing Pro- 
jects, young and old, demonstrat- 
ed last Thursday in front of the 
downuiwn San Francisco offices 
of the federal Department of 
Housing and Urbati Development 
IHUD) 

A contingent of demonsLrators, 
led by Bessk Thomas, co-préSi- 
dent of the San Antonio Tenants' 
Union, angriJy confronted HUD 
officials in a siormy 30-minute 
sesaion up on the ninth floor 

Villa residents arrived at One 
Embarcadero Center, sUe for the 
demonstralion. nroumd 3:ÖQ p,m . 
and within minuies seemingly all 
of downtown San Francisco knew 
that somelhing was 'rotten'' in 
the city of üakland — and thot 
folks were upset about it 

Joining the de monstrators soon 
after Lheir arrival—by hus. van 
and car — was Elaine Brown, 
chairperson of the Black Panther 
Party. Elaine, who has been a 
Hlrong supporter of San Antonio 
Villa residents from the begin- 
ning of their struggle. immediate- 
ly becamc an enlhusiaslic partici¬ 
pant in the community picket 
line, later going upstairs lo 
support the residents in thier 
meeting with HUD ^ 

With lheir strong-votèed emftts 


delermined Villa residents car- 
ried high the brighily-colored, 
homemade picket signs, which 
clearly spellod oul the Tenants 
Union's demonds:

building s entrances, Mrs Tho¬ 
mas, prior to going upstairs. 
spoke with the assem bied media, 
distribut ing cop i es of the Tén an is 
Union statement: The statement 
read, in part: 

••'We, the San Antonio Ten- 
ants‘ Union, demand that ihe 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development IHUD) esert 
all necessary and proper pres- 
sure —including the use of reu- 
sonable sanctions — upon the 
Otikliaiid Housing Authority 
(ÜHA1 to force thai agency to 
pro vide and mainlain decent, safe 
and saidtary public housing fecili- 
lies in San Antonio MLÏa. as 
required by city. state and federai 
law. 

'Tn this regard. we demand 
that HUD conduct an on-site 
mspecUon al San Antonio Villa as 
soon as possible in order to 
determine the total estient of the 
violations. Telephone conversa- 
tions beLween reoresentatives of 
the Tenants' Union and HUD 
officials have already estabÜshed 
that lil HUD b aware of housing 
code violations in San Antonio 
Villa for the last Utree years...

lOaldand* Calif.ï - Continuing 
her efforts to iftsure that the 
predominantly Black and poor 
youth incarcerated in county 
juvemle dtiemion f addities re- 
ceive qüaUty educanon. Ms. 
Fricka Huggins, a member of the 
Alsmede County Board of Edura- 
tion, last weektüüred the facilities 
of the county 3 Juvenile Proba- 
tion Department UPDS. localéd at 
400 Broadway. 

The 50-umi JPD ig an ,h intake’ 
facility where north Alameda 
County lOakland, Berkeley and 
Albanyl boys hetween the ages of 
10 and 18 are initially detained 
prior to sppeanng in juvenile 
court. Youth may be incarcerated 
in the JPD for a variety of reasons 
- in doding being cnmmitted by 
their parente. running away from 
home because of familv prob- 
lems, dnnking. alcohol, using 
drugs or felüny charges, 
JLTVOrtLEJUDGE 

Pending □ decision by lhe 
juvenile court jurige — the court 
t and the JPD are loc&ted in the 
I same building — the youth are 
W then eifiier reJeased to their 
* families. to an epprovi*d toste r 
home family nr senl to Juvenile 
Hall or Los Cerros Senior Boys 
Camp, two of the five fsicililies 
that compnse the county's ju>e- 
nile detention complex in San 
U*andro. Ericka* who serves as 
director of the Oakland Com* 
murniy School iOCSl, visited the 
complex ene monih ago. 

Officials that conducted the 
tour of Ericka and OCS sla ff 
mombers accompanymg her 
said that boys who come to Lhe 
JPD are rdeased wïthin 48 hours 
after their arrival. Under the 
provisions of the Califortiia Youth 
Authürity'9 lCYA| Standard s of 
Juvenile Halls, " After a minor 
bas been placed in juvenile hall, 
unk*s&a petition ig fideel within 48 
hours, excluding nonjudicial 
i weekends and hol ida v si day s , the 
minor must be reJeased ' 1 
ff the petition is fik*d within 48 
hours, the minor must appear 
before the juvenile court no later 
thao the next judiciaJ day after his 
men rcweticui, 

Upfjn talking with some of the 
youth. Erkta and OCS staff 
Jearned that One of them, who 
wu tharged wlih murder. had 
bw-n in JPD for five da yn and wn#i 
waiting to bè ghipped to the CYA 
in Sacramento for impmrmmenL 
Another boy aaid he had Wen m 
cuotod f tor 72 hoorb and rhdn't 
know wher, he wart gomg to g«t 
out 


Officials later adinitted that the 
ytiuth who come through 4 'in¬ 
take' can be delained longer 
tbftn 48 hours if a judge orders h 
or if an individual youth wnives 
bis court ap(H?aronce. 

Qne of Erikca s primary con¬ 
cerns is the jack of educationa! 
faclUties provided for the boy 3 ^ 
held in JPD. Officials explained 
that no classes are provided 
because of the quick lurnover of 
the youth However, under CYA 
provisions' onc of the baaic 
functions of a juvenile hall is 
constructive individual and 
group activities, induding a 
well-balanced school program . ' 1 

Officials went o tl to say that the 
boys remain out of their cells all 


day except for the hour of 
3:30-4:30 p.m, when those who 
mièd it receivo medication. 
Again, the youth disputed the 
officials. Ericka and OCA slaff 
Jeamed that the boys remain on 
lock-up iiiJ day except for meals 
and during the one-houi visiting 
period of 2:3Q-3i80 p.m. 

The youth revealed that last 
Tuesday r the day of Ericka s viwjt, 
they had to get up early in order 
to mop and was the flüor in the 
rccreation room where they were 
sitting watching teievision and 
playing dominoes and cards when 
the tour was conducted. One 
young brother said thai the long 
perirds of» confinement in their

DONYALE McCOLUNS iinsatl 


(Richmond, CaliU - Black 
residenU taere last weck formed a 
Committee Against Police Abuse- 
in an effort to overcome the 
msensitivity of city officials and to 
obtain justice for victims of 
brutslity al the hands of the 
Richmond Police Department 
Last Friday's sesmon at Easter 
Tlill Methodist Church was the 
sécond nf such meetings apurred 
by the fsct that White polïceman 
James Breuner was cleared'' by 
an interna) police investigation 
for his inhumane treaLment of 
15-year-oId Donyale McCollins. 

M$. McCollins was arrested at 
the Richmond Plunge tost moiHh 
where, without any concrete 
re&son, she was beaten, kicked, 
ehoked and stomped by police as 
well as by two lifeguards who 
were On duty. 

At a meeting bet ween Robert 
McCollins, Donyale 1 s father ( 
supporters of the McCollins' 
fiamiJy, and officials from the 
Parks and Recreatioo Depart¬ 
ment, the twO lifeguards involved 
in the incident were fired, Yet, 
upon further investigation, it was 
leamcd thftt the twp men, who 
initiated the vlolence against 
Donyale, were stil! werking at the 
public swimming pool. 

SEVEKELY BEATEN 
ll was also revealed at the 
meeting that Breimer severely 
beat another, as yet unidentified, 
Black woman just a few days after 
the incident at the Richmond 
Hlunge, After knocking the 
woimui down and repeatedly 
punching her in the face. the 
White cop sprayed mace directly 
into her face as her busban d, w r ho 
had been beaten with a blackjack 
by police enrlier, stood by help- 
lesa and da^ed. 

One of the witnesses to the 
incident, Rev, Soloman, said ihat 
it m wbs past the point of an 
arrest, It was a personal aUack,' 
Ho commented ihat Breuner 
"was very immature and unquali- 
fied 1 to be a police officer, 

Rev. Soloman pointed out that 
police on the acene refused to 
answer the question? of Black 
witnesses, oven going to the poüu 
of shoving the pastor of o nearby 
church, whn had come to investl- 
gate, Ho wever, Rev. Soloman 
gtated, the police were very enger 
to anawer the questions of White 
passé ra-by, 

Rev. Solo man then pledged to 
secure the support of the Rich¬ 
mond Minïsterial Alliance in an 
effort to gel Breuner dismiased 
from the Richmond police force, 
even if the issue “has to go all the 


wny to Govemor Jerry Browh s 
office.” 

McCollins exphined to these in 
aitendance that he had gone 
through all of the official channels 
in the city and has received nu 
justice for his daughter, w r ho is 
scheduled to go to court on 
Octnber b on charges of resislmg 


arrest and disobeying a police 
officer. 

McCollins told of how poLice 
authoritïes admitted that Breuner 
used excessive force against his 
daughter but claimed that the 
White officer w r as stilt within his 
righta, "In the Black commutüty

SIT-IN PROTESTS GUARD ATTACKS AT 
N.Y. STATE WOMEN’S PRISON 



(New Vork, N-Y-l - Eight 
mombers of the New York State 
Prison Coalition are awaitmg 
arraignment on charges of crimi- 
nal trespass and resisting urrests, 
stemming from théir participation 
in a sit-in ai New York Govemor 
Hugh Carey'a Albany offices on 
July £9. The sit-in was held to 
protest the intensifying repres- 
sion against inmates ut Bedford 
Hills prison for women. 

Siste en members of the prison 
coalition, which indudes prison 
projects and legal groups, took 
part in the action to pressure the 
govemor to meel four demands: 
(IJ that all male guards be 
immediately removed from Bed¬ 
ford Hills; f2) that women recent- 
|y tronsferred from Bedford Hills 
to the predominantly male Mai- 
teowan State mental hoSpital. be 
allowedto return to Bedford Hills 
or another women's prison of 
their choice; 131 that a ritkens 1 
investigation of conditie ns of 
Bedford Hills be launehed; and 
f4) that Carey issue a press 
release stating tbaL the above 
steps are being implemertted. 

The sit-in was organized in 
response to n recent series of 
assaults on the “mentaJities. 
bodies and pride" of Bedford 
Hills prisoners, in the words ot 
Shirley Green, one of the pro- 
testers arrested. 


Bedford Hiiis prison is located 
in a ruraf setting in the upstate 
New York town of the same 
name. ‘ You look at it from the 
üutside and it looks very mueh 
like a college campus, ercept for 
the wftlb.' exploined Steve 
Lattimer, on attomey who has 
represented inmates at Bedford 
Hills for about two and a half 
years. 

‘The üdjninistration calls it a 
‘campus/ they call the w^omen 
'residents/ they call the guards 
'correct]ons officers. 


", , .They try to make the 
w T omen very docüe/' he con* 
tfnued, "like Httle girls. They 
nurture that sexist attitude that 
exiüts on the ouiside, W'here you 
have women that stand up and 
gay 'We won't take this,' or Tm a 
person, not a puppet.' they can t 
handle it."' 

JLattimer expJainvd that be- 
giruimg in October. 1975, they 
started a policy al Bedford Hills 
of Lising goon squ&ds. Guards in 
full riot gear would go in and beaL 
up a woman ' 

PAISOIHERS' LAWTERS 
The prisoners' lawyers have 
affadavits describing many tnci 
dents in following months. w r hich 
involved beatings, gassings, and 
the isolation of certain women m 
segregation units — bare cells 
that in some cases have no beds. 
In November, 1975, a woman 
with epilepsy waa soriously 
beate n 

Shirley Green says that 10 
ivomen have been singled out for 
their reputation of resisting such 
abuse, ond because of their role 
in helping other prisoners draw' 
up suits against prison authon- 
tiea, 

On July 23, state palrolmen 
and reinforcemenis from sur- 
rounding prisons were brought 
into Bedford Hills, The women 
were traoaferrod to Word 19 ui 
Matteawan, recently nam cd 
"Bedford Hills Annex" by prison 
authorities. There they are 
vulnerable to the male guards 
and patients who are ablo to 
wutch them from oeïl Window s 
that face the couityard. 

"They are trying to divlde the 
power, the strength. and the 
knowledge of the women,'' ex- 
plainod Green. "That is why they 
havo been transferred/’

The suit alle ges that the govemor has failed te take any action on 
more than UK) pardon appücatkms which havo been pending before 
him for more than one year Isome of the appfications even date to 
when the govemor first assumed officeI. Thé majority of the 
applications were forwardud te the govemor only after they had 
received n rêcom mendat ion that they be granted by vanous Superior 
Court judges throughout the state- 

Helherington's Application wns som to Brown in April of 1975 
with rocommondations thot it be granted by Üie Colifomin Supreme 
Court and the Sacramento County Sdperior t.ourt. Despite these anti 
similor recommendations iincluding one from Hetherington's 
employer.

liberation armies of the world, He 
showed us how to act. He made a 
statement that the unjust will be 
criucizerï by the weapott.

We Tl do it in the name 
of peace, if this is what we have to 
do; because as soon as it's over, 
then we can have the kind of 
world where violence will no 
longer exist. 

"£ki we will be very practical, 
wc won'l make statements and 
believe the things or iry to bel leve 
the things the priaOn officaJs said 
tOmake them irup, such as the 30 
setfj-nds and five people being 
ehminated — who were definitely 
oppressors — we will go on and 
live very realislically. In spite of 
the kind of hero Goorge was to 
me, 1 know we don’l come by, 
ïhmugh that o% r erriight- Tbcne s 
much pain and much suffering 
necessary in order for us io 
develop.

DisgTjise enters as a third stage of the 
emergenco and development of the fascist 
state. The modern industrie! fascist state has 
faund it essen t] ai to disguise the opuionce of its 
ruling cVeiss's léisure exislence by providing 
the lower classes with a mnss consumer's flea 
market of its own, 

To allow a sizublü portion of the new state 
to participate in fhis flea mar kei, the ruling 
class has estabJished cuirency conimls and 
mininrumi wage laws that mask the true nature 
of modern fasdsm. Reform fthe closed 
economyj is only a new way for capitaiism to 
proleet and de vele p fascism! 

After the Gemnan SS agunts or ftalian Black 
Shirts kick in the doors and herd Jew^s and 
( ommunist partisans to deidh cotnps, after 
Peg-Leg White's Black Legkm terror and tbc 
Guardians of the Hepublic and their offsprmg 
legitimize the F.B J., in otber words, after the 
fusdsis have succeeded in crus hing the 
vanguard clements and the threat they pose is 
removed, the ruling class goes on about the 
business of making profits as usual- 

The significante of the 'new fascist 
arrangement” Hes in the facl that ihïs 
business-as-usuiiJ is accompanied by con- 
cessjons to the degenera te segment of the 
working ciass, with the aim of creating a buffer 
zone between the ruling class and tht* stilJ 
pote nl ia IJy revolutie na rv segments of the Jower 
classes. 

netwcürporate statk 

Corporotive ideals have reached their logical 
conclusion in ihe U.S. The new corporate state 
has faught ïts way through trisis aller crisis, 
established its ruling elites in every important 
msiilutiotip formed its partnership with iabor 
through ïts elites, erected the most massive 
network of protective agenciea replete with 
spies, technical and animal T lo be faund in any 
police state in the world, The violence of the 
ruling cfass of this country in the Jong process 
of its trend low ard auihoritanomsm and its kist 
andhighest state, fasdsm. cannoibe rivided in 

its extesses by any other nation on eaith todav 
or in history, 

With each ad vn nee ment in the authoriUrmn 
process and strengthening of the ruling class's 
contro! over the System, there was a cor- 
respünding weakening of the people s and 
workera move ment. 

And inteüectuölB still arguo whether Ameri¬ 
ka is si fascist country. This concern ja tvpical of 
the Amerikan Seft's Bight from reality from 
any truJy extreme position This is aclually h 
mam fes lat ion of the authorilariEin process 
weping into its own psyche. At ihis stage, how 
can any ene question the existence nf u fascist 
arrangement? Just consider ihe aweaome 
centralization of power, and the proven fart 
Lh°t the largest part of the Cross National 
Product is m the hands of a minute portion of 
the pop □ lat ion. 

Of course. the revolution has failed, F'ascism 
hos tempnrariïy succeeded under the guisc of 
rofarm, The only woy we can destroy it is to 



retuse lo compromise with the enemy slnle oud 
its ruling class. Compromises wore made in the 
thirtf es, the foriies, the fifties. The old 
vanguord perties made gross strategie and 
tactico] errors. At the existential moment, the 
lost revdation about on eself, not many 
members of the old vanguord choose to risk 
their whoie futures, their lives, in order to alter 
the conditions thut Huey V. Newton desoribes 
os p ' destmetive of life. ''

We are unswered: At 
the productive poinL. 

The next logica] question is: With whom and 
whüL wül we attack the forti fïöd entnmee of the 
productivé and distributive System in a nation 
of short-sightod, contented, conservative 
werkers? Obviously. the fascist movement ia 
eountorruvoiulion ui its very center, fascist 
reformism is o calculatéd response lo the 
classic, scientifiC'Socsuhst approach to revolu- 
tion thmugh positsve mobilkation of the 
working classes. Krom its inception the fascist 
arrangement has attempted to crente the il- 
Susion of o mass society in whach the traditional 
capitalist ruling elass would continue to play it? 
Eeading role. A maas society that is not a m«ss 


society; a mass society of authori tartans whose 
short-term maten al interes ts are perfectly 
suited to the development of the perfect 
tot ah tartan state an^ een tralied econoroy. 

The most prccise définitions of fascism 
involve the concept of scientific capitaüsm . * ' 
or ‘conlrolled capitalism. a sophisticated, 
totalilflrian. "learned ' response to the chal- 
lenge of cgalitarian, scientific socialism, After 
its SLiccessful establishment in Spain, Portu* 
gal. Greece, South Afnca and the United 
States of America, we are faced with the 
obvious question of ’how to raïse a nevr 
ccnsriousness, 

We are faced with the task of roising a 
positivo mobilrtation of revoJutionary con- 
sciousness in a maas Chat has gone ihrough 
a contra positivo, authoritanan process. 

The new vonguard clements seem to agree 

that withdrawal from the enemy state and its 

social, political and economie life is the first 

step toward its destruction. The new r vanguard 

clements secm to agree that the new r 

revolutionary conseiousness will develop m the 

strugglos of withdmwaj Ho we var, after this 

point, agreement grows vague and is all but 

lost in a sea of contradiction. The contenlion 

turns on one primary question — the scope and 

rangé of violence tvïthin the revolutionary 

process. _„ 

LDËÜ1.0GICAL 0ATTLL 

After the lengthy and déarly unnecessary 
ideological battle that Eaid to rest & direct 
approach to revolution by the* White or Black 
worker, wc are now faced with an equally 
unnecessïiry ideological baltic over wh£ch of 
the various eommunal UevolutUmary cuUural) 
approaches has the stTonger revolutionary 
vulidity, 

The problem ïs compounded by the almost 
apolitical withdrawa! of the growmg Weather- 
mon faction . and their estranged ailies on 
campus, to organic food garden? and a life of 
sex, music and drugs Theïr Niettschean- 
Hegeliaji withdrawaï mimics the huropean 
historica! experiencé of thé last five gen- 
erationa. In our question, this must be 
considered rnuw^ side of the syllogism 
Though revolution is in fashion, the realïstic* 
cohesive synergism seems as vet impossibly 
remote- 

On the other side of the equotion, we have 
Huey Newton 's concept of Black communes set 
welJ wïthin the huge population centers of the 
enemy state This concept aecepts any leveJ of 
violeoce that will be necessary to enforce the 
demonds of the peopk? and worker n These 
communes will be tied to one anoïher by a 
nationaE and international vangunrd party tmd 
joined with the wurld s other revolutionary 
societies, They are the obvious onswer to all 
the thooraticaJ and practical questions and 
problems flbout an Amerikan revoluiion — a 
revolution Lhat will be carried out principatly 
by Hlarks 

The question Tve aaked myself over thé 
years runs this way : Who haa done most of the 
dying? Most of the werk? Most of the time in 
prison (on Mas How r J? Who is the huidmost in 
every aspect of poeial» politieel and economie 
life? Who has the least short-term interest - 
or nu interest at all - in the survival of the 
present state? In ihi^ condition, how couid wc 
believe in the possibility of u new generation of 
enlightened fuscists who would dismantle the 
basis of their hierarchy? 

Jusl how mnny Amerikans are willing 10 
accept the pbyflical deslruction of öome pairts of 
their fat herland so that the rest of the tand and 


the world rnight survive in goo<l heaJth? How 
can the Black industrial w r orkér be induced to 
carry outa volid worker + s revolutionary policy? 
What and who w r ill guide him? 

The commune. The centrot citywide revolu- 
Üonary culture, But who will bnild the 
commune that will guide the people into a 
significant challenge to property righls? 
Carvingout a commune in the central city will 
involve clmmïng cert&in rights as our üwn - 
out front Rights that have not been respected 
tonow. IToperty rights. It will involve building 
a political, social and economie infrastnicture, 
capable of Bïljng the vacuum that has been Left 
by the establishment ruling elass and pushing 
the occupying forces of the enemy culture from 
our adJdflt. 

tMPiEMnrrATioN 

The implcmentation nf this new social, 
political and economie program will feed and 
comfort all the people on al least a subsistence 
leve], and force the owmers of the enemy 
bourgeois culture either to Ue their whole 
fortunéS to the communes and the people. or to 
leave the land, the toob and the market 
béhindr lf hé wül not ïeave vohimanly. we will 
expel him — we will use the shotgun and the 
antitank rocket launcher 1 ! 

Who will bui ld on an ideal that begin.? with 
farce? The vangtiard party ts now nationwide. 
But vanguard parties cannot build revolulions 
aio me. N r or can a vanguard party expect full 
party line agreements before it moves in the 
direction of the people Revolution is illegüd 
lt s agninst the law. it s prabibited, U whÈI nat 
be allowéd- It is clear thal the revolutionary is a 
lawless man. The outlaw and the lumpen will 
make the revolution, The people, the worker? , 
wül adüpt it, This must be the new order of 
thin&s, after the fact of the modern mdustnal 
fascist state. 

In Blacks, the aulhoritarian traits are mainlv 
the éffeets of terrorfsm and Jack of intellectual 
stimulation The communal experience will 
redeem them. At present, the Black werker is 
simply choosing the less dangerous and 
complkated stratagv' of survivaJ. All classes 
and al 1 people are subject to the authoritarian 
syndrome, It is an atavistic throwback to the 
Werd instincts. But it requires only the proper 
trauma, the proper eco-sod o logica I set of 
circumstantial pressures to bring forth a 
revolutionary' conscioustiess. 

Rarism enters on thé psycho-social level. in 
thé form of a morbid, traditional fear of both

Tensions between Black-ruled 
Mozambique and the White 
minority Rhodcsian regime have 
esenlatéd since March 3 of this 
year wben Mozambicon President 
Sïimora Marfie), acting in support 
of the armed struggle for mnjonty 
(Black) rule in Khodesia, declored 
a 'state of war' — not an official 
declaration of war with neigh- 
boring Khodesia. The Mozara- 
bican leader closed his country's 
8üü-mile long border with Hho- 
deain and severed all economie 
trade with the break awny RÉftiah 

colony. 

Mozambique has served as a 
longlime sanctuary for Zim- 
babwean liberation forces; an 
estimated l.&OO are now based in 
Mozambique, another factor in 
the detenorating relations with 
Khodesia. 

The first major incident last 
week occurred on August 8 in the 
Mazambican village of Nhago- 
mia. flbout 2b miles inside the 
farmer Portuguese colony.

CLASS VERSION OF JOANNE LITTLE 
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The JoAnne Little and Inez 
Gard» cases have spawned a 
variety of books and films — 
some, sincere efforbs at de&ling 
with the sensitive issue of rapé 
and a woman’s right to self- 
defense and others disgracefully 
cheap cxploitations of the cel- 
obrated North Carolina and Cnli- 
fomia rape-murder cases. Jack- 
sari County Jail, one of the best 
publidzcd of these films, locuses 
cm a yming, upper middle dass 
White womsn who leams some 
harsh Eessons about American 
justice after she murders a night 
jailer who rapes her 

Diane (portrayed by Yvette 
Wimieui) quits her job in a Los 
Angeles advertising ftrm fol- 
lowing an argument with her male 
co-workers over advertising used 
on women- Helomin^ hom* to 
fmd hor lover of Lwo years with 
another womnn, she ealls her 
sister in New York City. asks for 
and gets an old job back and sets 
out for the long drive across 

country* 

Diane's kindliness to a hiteh- 
hiking teenage boy and girl 
proves to be her dowufall. The 
lwo puJJ a gun on her, taike hér 
money, and leave her uncotir 
sdous on a roadside in an 
unidentified, presumably South¬ 
ern state. Making her woy to a 
ding> r bar, she ottempts to csll the 
local police for help. W hile she 
fights off the lusty advanoes of 
the dronken owner, a depuiy 
sheriff arrivés on the sAne. 
Angry at Diane s rejection, the 
bar ow'ner accuses her of assau.lt. 

At this point, Diane encounters 
the beginning of the nightmare to 
come. She is immediately under 


suspi c ion because she has no 
identificalion to prove who she is, 
she’s obviously ftom the city 
(and not from a Southern city} 
and she uses profanity. "l m not 
going to teil you one more time, 
lady, donT take the Lord s name 
in vaïn, the deputy scolds her. 
Needless to say, Diane goes to 
jaü. 

Tbe sheriff inatmeu? bis deputy 
that they will have to hold Diane 
until they can prove that "sbe is 
who she says she is. Phere s too 
many criminols running around- 
You htive to check everybody 
out,"' he ïnsists. He reassures 
Diane thut she wTl1 be rdeased 
just as soon as her story checks 
out. 

Holby, the night jailer, who 
tums out to be mentally deranged 
and ünable to contrei himsdL 
viciflusly beats and then rapes 
Diane Jackson County Jail has 
been praised because of Üs 
portraypl of the violence of rapé

The rapé scene ia weü done. 
showing the degradation of the 
victim and the rapist. While 
Diane cries in outrage, Holby 
sobs m shame at his despicflble 
attack. Wben he attempts to 
apologize to her, in a flash of 
bitter rage. Diane grabs o stool in 
her cell and beats hlm to death 
with it. 

The re is a witnesa to the 
kiUing, a young convicted thief 
and accused rmirderer named 
Blake. He grabs the keys to the 
cells. freeing himself and Diane 

— who is ïtdl in a state of shock 

- and logelher they make their 
getaway in Holby s pick-up truck. 
As they speed dow n the highw&y. 
the sheriff passes by and recog- 
mzmg the Lrttck, starts to piirsue 
them, How r ever, his chase comes 
to a bloody end when he crashes 
with another car and both e^plode 
tn fire, 

Blake continues to fly dow n the 
rood, Lrymg lo pul as many mites 
between them and the police as 
possible Diane demands that he 
take her back kb U was $elf- 
defense, They" 11 understand, 
she naively insiflts.

The art of the samurai. iai 
jutsu. is largely confined today 
lo martial arts movies and 
demonst rationa Once. ei vicieus 
method of attuek, iai jutsu is now 
an art form which cao be used to 
achieve spiritual development, 
jWith the advent of Western 
technology, and present sooal 
conditions, it would be quite 
difficulltocarry a sword without 
some type of harassmentl. 

At One time in Japan, the 
sword and ita use wére of daily 
importante* and its application, 
as a weapon to stay ulive. was 
practical, Today, the practical 
importance is obsolete yel the 
art of drawing the sword is stil! 
practiccd. 

To cxplain the meaning of ïai, 
a distinction should l>e made, 
Basically iai has two aspects. the 
historica! iai jutsu and the 
modem iaido, The different 
word otldings emphastze the 
change. The word jutsu may be 
translated as lechnique or art 
which refers to a spedfic pattern 
using any combat torm. The 
other aspect of iai is for 
3elf-development rather than as 
a training ex ere is o for combat 
When considered as a spiritual 
discipline, the term lechniquc 
becomcs, 'way. the iaido has 
evolved from iai jutsu. 

Early iai jutsu scIkmïIs uiughl 
tïuht iai could be useti for either 
attöck or defense. in keeping 
with the principle that swords- 
manship can be used as an art 
for aEUick or aa an art for 
protection. 

Though attack and protection 
are hut two sides to the same 
Lhtng, the difference lies in the 
condilions confrontmg the indi- 
vidunl. fïepending on which was 
stressed, techniques we re 
laughl from positions of sitting 
or standing, induding overhead 
or si de draws. 

The nltemative range of 
draws was limited only by 
nutside constderations. such as 
being in n confined space and 
avoiding the direction of an 
opponent s blode, Ini jutsu 
worked on the element of 
surprise. The sword, drawn 
without wnming, nften cut down 
tnany an opponent who hiid no

fn the wake of the near total 
withdrnwal of Black African 
na Li ons from the 1VHB Montreal 
Olympics - in protest ngainst 
New Jiealands rugby team tour 
of South Africa in the aftermaLh 
of the June, Soweto rebellion and 
later parlicipation in the Games 
— the trip was postponed by the 
United States Gymnastics Feder- 
qtin n The Federntion admitted 
that ii had been sponsoring such 
tours for severol years but 
American officials at Ihq Qlyn)- 
pies feit that such a trip would be 
disruptive at this time. 

EXCUSF 

The cxcuse the Federation 
gave io the press Was that the trip 
Lo racist South Africa could nol be 
made hecause qualitied coaches 
could not be found. The Federa¬ 
tion, which governs gymnutics in 
the LUS., lied by saying that no 
polóticaf pressure hnd Forced the 
change in ito plans and that no 
women on the U.S, Olympics 
team hnd heen induded anyway

Federation. “The girls were 
suppose<i to leave tomOrrow, he 
sjiiid, “but it + s just too hectic.
